The re-grouping of the industrial materials and 
manufactures (except fuel) according to the stage of 
empletion which the products had reached into basic 
materials, intermediate products and manufactured 
wticles showed, in comparison with the preceding 
month, a fall of 0°7 per cent. for intermediate products 
and insignificant rises for the other two groups. Com- 
pared with a year earlier there was a decline for basic 
materials of 17 per cent., while intermediate products 
and manufactured articles showed smaller falls of 5 
and 24 per cent., respectively. Prices of building 
materials in November were rather lower than in 
October and about 1 per cent. less than a year earlier. 


The fall in food prices in November was about equally 
spread over the second, third and fourth weeks, no 
change occurring in the first week; prices of industrial 
materials and manufactures were unchanged in the 
first half of the month and slightly lower in the second.

ber (90°5) being the lowest recorded since June 1936. 
The largest declines were in respect of the Gazette 
averages for English barley and wheat (134 and 13 per 
cent., respectively), maize (11 per cent.), and English 
malting barley and Australian wheat (each 10 per 
cent.). Rice was 5 per cent. cheaper. Meat prices 
were in most cases rather lower, and there was a fall 
of 14 per cent. for the group ‘‘ meat, fish and eggs.’ 
English and Scotch beef and mutton showed declines 
of between 1 and 2} per cent., New Zealand lamb was 
about 3 per cent. cheaper, but Argentine chilled fores 
and hinds were dearer by 3 and 23 per cent., respec- 
tively. Bacon prices were again all lower, decreases of 
64 to 74 per cent. in November following declines in 
the three preceding months. Pork was rather dearer 
and hams about 24 per cent. cheaper. There were 
seasonal rises for eggs and poultry, the price of English 
eggs averaging nearly 12 per cent. higher than in 
October, but Danish were only 2 per cent. dearer. Wet 
fish prices (average of cod, haddock and plaice) were 
about 104 per cent. lower and herrings were 10 per 
cent. cheaper. The ‘* other food and tobacco ’’ group 
showed a rise of about one per cent. The contract 
price for milk in November was 173d. per gallon, as 
compared with 17d. in October. Danish butter was 
3 per cent. dearer, but Australian and New Zealand 
butter each cheapened by about 63 per cent. and 
British blended butter by 4 per cent. English and New 
Zealand cheese were cheaper by 74 and 4 per cent., 
respectively. Potato prices were rather lower and there 
was a seasonal decline for tomatoes (5% per cent.), but 
onions, oranges and apples were all substantially 
dearer. Sugar prices were again rather firmer and 
Kenya coffee was 15} per cent. dearer, following a rise 
of nearly 7 per cent. in October. Tea prices were lower, 
on the average, by 44 per cent. and cocoa cheapened 
by about 14 per cent. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The index 
for coal showed a rise in November of nearly 24 per 
cent., mainly due to the increase for Nottingham house 
coal; best brichts advanced from 21s. 6d. to 23s. 6d. 
per ton and best small nuts from 19s. to 21s. per ton. 
Fifeshire steam coal was rather dearer, Ist quality 
advancing by 3d. per ton (1} per cent.) and 3rd quality 
by 6d. per ton (3 per cent.), but South Yorkshire hards 
became 6d. per ton (24 per cent.) cheaper. Iron and 
steel prices were unchanged, apart from a_ small 
increase for scrap, the alteration in the index being 
due to the higher average value of imported iron ore. 
Among the non-ferrous metals, the principal changes 
were a fall of about 4} per cent. in the price of zine 
and a rise of 24 per cent. for tin. The index numbers 
for the cotton and wool groups showed little change as 
compared with the October figures, and price move- 
ments within the groups were unimportant. Among 
textiles other than cotton and wool, lower prices were 
shown for silk, artificial silk (viscose) and jute, but 
hemp was slightly dearer. The largest change in the 
chemicals and oils group was a reduction of 30s. per ton 
(12 per cent.) in the price of lubricating oil; the average 
prices of palm kernel and soya oils were lower than in 
October by about 3 and 2} per cent., respectively. In 
the miscellaneous group sulphite bleached and 
mechanical wood pulp were rather cheaper and esparto 
dearer. All descriptions of hides and skins were dearer, 
increases ranging from 1 per cent. for calfskins to 13 
per cent. for Patna goatskins. The increase in the 
quota for rubber shipments caused some reaction in 
prices, the average for November being 817d. per Ib., 
as against 834d. in October. Lower prices were quoted 
for certain descriptions of building timber. 


Percentage Chanqges.—A comparison of the 200 price 
averages for November with those relating to October 
shows 48 increases and 69 decreases, articles of food

Economic ProGress 1n 1937 


The progressive improvement in economic conditions 
proceeded steadily through 1937, when both imports 
and exports were substantially higher than in the 
previous year, but the situation was not without its 
disappointments, for the wheat crop was a failure, 
and, in the early months of 1938, the Government were 
obliged to authorise the importation of about 100,000 
tons of foreign wheat, while millers were allowed to 
mix maize with wheat flour for bread-making. 


Fortunately, the production of wine was good, and 
there was a record olive crop, while more than suffi- 
cient rice was produced to meet the country’s 
domestic requirements. In the field of State finance, 
the Budgetary surplus for the year amounted to about 
£2 million, and the Government floated a loan of £44 
million at 3? per cent. The Bank rate remained un- 
changed at 4 per cent., and there was an abundant 
supply of cheap money. 


SETBACK IN 1938 


It must, however, be recorded that events during the 
first six months of 1938 took a different turn and the 
present outlook is not promising. External factors are 
entirely responsible for the change that has taken place. 
The recession in the United States has seriously 
affected the export of cork, while the depreciation of 
the French franc has dealt a blow at the sardine- 
packing industry, and exports to France, Germany, the 
United Kingdom and the United States have dropped 
considerably in the face of competition from Morocco. 
Exports of port wine have also declined substantially. 
For some time after the outbreak of hostilities in Spain 
the effect on Portugal was certainly not adverse, but 
the situation has changed, for the frontier trade has 
stopped altogether and the rural populations along the 
border are suffering. 


More important, however, is the suspension of the 
service of the Brazilian Funds, in which thousands of 
Portuguese families have invested their savings. It 
is estimated that the amount involved represents a 
capital sum of about £60 million, and the reduction in 
purchasing power of many members of the more com- 
fortable class is being badly felt throughout the 
country, and especially in the north. It was feared 
that the wheat crop in 1938 would again be poor, and 
there will, in all likelihood, be an abundance of other 
products for which there will not be an active market. 
The Government have no means of stimulating 
exports, in the face of a contraction in demand, but 
they are doing all that is possible to relieve distress 
whenever it becomes acute and to promote the export 
trade whenever an opportunity presents itself. Con- 
sequent on the necessity for re-armament, the Govern- 
ment will have to spend considerable sums on national 
defence, so that it is not unlikely that the programme 
of economic reconstruction will be retarded somewhat, 
but it may be said that, if it is financially possible to 
maintain the projected tempo of the plan, a great effort 
will be made to do so.

TRADE IN 1937-88 


In 1937 the value of imports for consumption was up 
by £3,021,000 as compared with 1936; while the value 
of exports increased by £1,693,000, the visible adverse

period of 1936, but it steadily increased from April 
onwards, and, by the end of the year, had reached the 
highest figure recorded since 1930, both as to weight 
and value. The importation of cotton was the highest 
recorded; and other raw materials, notably coal, oil- 
seeds and raw steel, showed substantial increases. It 
does not appear, however, that the sharp rise in both 
the weight and value of these commodities was 
reflected in a corresponding increase in_ industrial 
activity. At the beginning of the year the price of 
metals rose considerably, partly because of the United 
Kingdom Government’s announcement in February 
that it was proposed to spend £1,500 million on its re- 
armament programme. This rise in prices, accom- 
panied by the fear of credit inflation in the United 
States, and the probability that labour disputes in that 
country would occasion a sharp general increase in 
prices, led to a certain amount of speculative buying, 
and stocks in excess of normal requirements were 
accumulated. 


There was, however, a sharp drop in imports during 
the first quarter of 1938, which were valued at 
£4,160,000, as against £6,551,000 in the December 
quarter of 1937, but still £445,000 in excess of the 
value of imports during the first quarter of 1937. 
Imports during the first nine months of 1938 were 
valued at £13,602,000, as compared with £14,714,000 
during the corresponding period of 19387. The value of 
exports dropped to £7,143,000, as compared with 
£7,771,000 in the previous year. Portugal is feeling 
the effects of the recession in the United States, the 
depreciation of the france and the Brazilian default. 


Last year was remarkable for certain pronounced 
changes in the import trade, the increase in imports 
not having been shared by all countries alike. 
Germany was the principal beneficiary, her exports to 
Portugal having increased from £2,560,000 in 1936 to 
£3,200,000 in 1937, of which about £365,000 can be 
attributed to the purchase of war material (rifles and 
ammunition). Imports from Brazil increased by more 
than 50 per cent., from £373,000 to £618,000, and 
imports from the Portuguese colonies from £1,827,00 
to £2,382,000. As far as can be seen, the present tet- 
dency is in the direction of larger imports of raW 
materials and diminishing imports of foodstuffs. 


Exports during the first quarter of 1937 were coD- 
siderably higher than in the corresponding period © 
1936, but later registered a tendency to drop. Never 
theless, the value for the year was £11,054,000, being 
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£1,693,000 more than in 1936, and the highest figure 
since 1920. During the first three months of 1938 
Portuguese exports to the colonies increased slightly as 
compared with 1936, but exports to foreign countries 
were down, and there is no present sign of improve- 
ment. Exports of cork and tinned sardines have 
declined considerably during the last few months, and, 
unless there is a marked change for the better, 1938 
will prove to have been a bad year. 


TRADE WITH THE Unitep Kinapom

The United Kingdom’s principal competitors in the 
Portuguese market in the order of their importance 
are: Germany, the United States and Belgium. 
During the quinquennium 1932 to 1936 imports from 
Germany fluctuated within the limits of 12°52 per cent. 
(1935) and 14:11 per cent. (1936) of the total import 
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trade. In 1937, however, the German share for the 
year rose to 15:06 per cent. and, during the last quarter 
of 1937, was as high as 18°03 per cent. against 15-7 per 
cent. for the United Kingdom during that period. 


During the first nine months of 1938 imports from 
Germany were valued at £2,065,000 (14:83 per cent.) 
and imports from the United Kingdom at £2,301,000 
(16°52 per cent.), thus reversing the tendency of the 
last quarter of 1937. Part of the increase in 1937 is 
accounted for by the import from Germany of military 
supplies (£365,000), which leaves a sum of £275,000 
distributed over commercial commodities. This is 
partly accounted for by increased imports of coal from 
Germany, at the expense of the United Kingdom, 
which has hitherto enjoyed almost the whole of this 
market. 


The efforts of German traders to obtain a larger share 
of this market have been intensified of late, and appear 
to have met with a certain measure of success, the 
extent or permanency of which it is difficult to esti- 
mate. It is not that Germany has been able to take 
advantage of the trading position to influence purchases 
in Germany by means of blocked marks accounts, for 
the balance of trade is against Portugal. Organisation, 
lower prices and more favourable terms of credit are 
responsible. Tor example, a recent order of machinery 
for the Government amounting to £45,000 provided 
for payment of 25, 50, 15 and 10 per cent. of the price 
in the years 1938 to 1941. So far as prices are con- 
cerned, the system by which German trade is financed 
and subsidised affords opportunities of securing orders 
which are impracticable in other countries. 


Coal is the largest single United Kingdom export to 
Portugal, the figures for 1986 and 1937 being 956,011 
and 939,937 tons respectively. Imports of coal from 
Germany were 54,733 tons in 1936 and 297,608 tons in 
1937. Imports of coal during the first nine months of 
1938 were 410,809 tons from the United Kingdom and 
257,879 tons from Germany.

EIRE PRICES COMMISSION REVIEW 
BOOTS AND SHOES 


With reference to the announcement in the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal ’’ of 17 November (pages 646-7) the 
Eire Minister for Industry and Commerce, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the United Kingdom—Eire 
Trade Agreement, has, at the request of the Govern-

THE NORTH WALES COALFIELD: THE MAIN 
SEAM 


With the publication of a *Report on the Main seam of 
the North Wales coalfield, the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research presents the 45th Report of the series 
dealing with the physical and chemical survey of the 
national coal resources, and adds a new field to those 


already covered by these papers. 


The work of the survey in North Wales is carried on from 
the laboratory in Stoke-on-Trent, under the supervision of 
Dr. J. O'N. Millott, the Department’s senior officer in the 
area. The Main seam was selected as the first for system- 
atic examination upon the advice of the local survey com- 
mittee, representing the North Wales coalowners and the 
Department. 


Coal mining in North Wales dates from very early times. 
In the Flintshire area, coal was probably first got for fuel at 
Mostyn and at Ewloe, near Buckley, for collieries (pre- 
sumably open-cast workings at the outcrop) are said to have 
been in existence at Mostyn in the time of Edward I, while 
the Ewloe mines were leased as early as 1322. The first 
recorded evidence of coal obtained for fuel in the Denbigh- 
shire area, however, does not occur until 1410. 


The exposed measures of the North Wales coalfield form 
a crescentic tract extending from the slopes of the Severn 
Valley near Oswestry to the Point of Air at the mouth of 
the Dee estuary. The total length of this tract is about 
45 miles and its maximum width about nine miles. The net 
available reserves were estimated by the Royal Commission 
on Coal Supplies in 1905 to be 1,736 million tons. 


Seven samples of the seam were taken and examined. 
These covered all districts where active working is at 
present taking place; one, a channel sample, was obtained 
in the Flintshire area and the remaining six, in the form 
of pillar samples, from the Denbighshire area. 


The methods of analysis used were those of the British 
Standards Institution, and the results are therefore 
strictly comparable with the results of the survey in other 
fields. The analyses are summarised and discussed at the 
end of the Report, and each pillar sample is illustrated 
diagrammatically in the text.

PETROLEUM PROSPECTING LICENCES 


The Secretary for Mines announces the determination by 
the licensee of three prospecting licences granted under the 
Petroleum (Production) Act, 1934, and the Petroleum (Pro.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR 
AUGUST—SEPTEMBER 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of August and 
the four weeks ended 3 September 1938 show that the total 
number of passenger journeys (excluding season ticket 
holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in Great 
Britain in the month of August 1938 was 116,065,648, a 
decrease compared with August 1938 of 8,802,230, or 7:1 per 
cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares 
decreased by 7,406,476 and those at standard or ordinary 
fares by 1,395,754. The receipts from passengers (excluding 
season ticket holders) showed a decrease of £233,746, or 3:2 
per cent. If the railway undertakings of the London Pas- 
senger Transport Board be omitted, the figures show a 
decrease in journeys of 8,362,071, or 8-9 per cent., and a 
decline in receipts of £225,458, or 3-3 per cent. For all 
railways the receipts from passenger train traffic (including 
season tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but 
excluding mails and parcel post) were £207,157 less than in 
August 1937. For the four week ended 3 September 1938 
the coaching train miles showed an increase of 254,631, as 
compared with the four weeks ended 4 September 1937. 


Goops TRAFFIC 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended 3 September 1938 was 
18,621,469, a decrease compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1937 of 3,932,300 tons, or 17-4 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £6,238,317, a decrease of 
£869,798, or 12-2 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 935,470 less than in the corresponding period of 1937, 
a decrease of 8-6 per cent. The average train load decreased 
from 129 to 119} tons and the net ton-miles per engine hour 
from 498 to 451}.

REBATE OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN

(11) Hlectro-plated wire manufacturing industry.

B. Rebate of the duty in excess of 5 per cent, ad valorem. 

(1) Tipping gear for trailers used with motor 
trucks, traction engines or tractors.

ALGERIA 
COMPULSORY MAINTENANCE OF STOCKS OF 
SUGAR 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’? (Paris) of 3 December contains a 
Decree, dated 1 December, which provides that raw and re- 
fined sugar of any origin may only be delivered for consump- 
tion in Algeria under licence issued by the Minister of 
Agriculture on the recommendation of the Governor-General 
for sugar from foreign countries, and by the Governor- 
General for sugar from France and French colonies, pro- 
tectorates and mandated territories. 

In either case, the grant of a licence is subject to the 
establishment and maintenance by the interested party of a 
stock of sugar equal to a quarter of the quantity authorised 
to be imported during the year.

With reference to the notice in last week’s ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal’? (page 776) regarding Rule 519 for the 
application of the Chilean Customs Tariff on certain cotton 
textiles, it should be noted that H.M. Chargé d’ Affaires 
reports that a corrected version of the Rule has been pub- 
lished by the Chilean authorities, which reads as follows :— 

“Rule 519—Cotton textiles shall be considered as such 
even when they contain a mixture not exceeding 5 per cent. 
of short artificial cellulose fibres, mixed proportionately 
with the purpose of imitating natural fibre.’’ 


FRANCE 
MARKING OF MATRICES FOR LINOTYPES 


The ‘‘ Bulletin Douanier ’’? of 29 November announces 
that it has been decided to exempt matrices for linotype 
typesetting machines from the provisions of the Decree of 
2 September 1933 requiring tools of foreign origin imported 
into or sold, etc., in France to be marked with an indication 
of their country of origin. 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’? of 4 December contains 
two Decrees, dated 30 November, which modify the French 
Customs duties on a number of goods, including ordinary 
lime, certain dyes, woven labels for marking clothing, etc., 
certain gold and silver wares, weighing instruments, certain 
iron and steel girders, and fats, oilseeds, vegetable oils and 
their derivatives (including soap). In most cases the duties 
are increased,

DUTY ON STEARIC PITCH REDUCED 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? of 2 December contains a 
Decree, dated 29 November, which provides that stearic 
pitch, pure or mixed (Tariff No. 0219B) is to be dutiable at 
the same rate as road oils and soft pitch (Tariff No. 198 
quater) instead of at the same rate as heavy mineral oils 
(Tariff No. 198C). The effect of this modification is to reduce 
the ‘‘ Minimum ’’ Tariff duty on stearic pitch from 208-25 
frs, to 2:05 frs. per 100 kilogs. net. 


QUOTAS FOR INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 1 December announces 
that, in the case of industrial products (except chemicals) 
which are subject to quota and for which licences are issued 
in France, importers wishing to import during the first 
quarter of next year should send their applications to the 
competent inter-trade committee before 20 December. A 
list of the inter-trade committees may be seen at the De- 
partment of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, 
S.W.1. Applications not received by the due date will not, 
in general, be considered until the last month of the quarter, 
and then only in so far as there may be an unused balance 
of the quota. 


The announcement reminds the importers that, unless 
they have already supplied these particulars, their applica- 
tions should give details of their imports during the period 
chosen as the basis for the allocation of the quota in ques- 
tion. In general, the basic period is the years 1932, 1933, 
1934 and 1935, but an exception to this rule is made in 
certain cases. A list of the exceptions, showing in regard 
to each the period chosen as basis, is given below :—

to financial and economic measures at present in operation 
in the former Czechoslovak territory now ceded to Hungary, 
and at present under military occupation, 

The measures have reference, inter alia, to the control of 
public funds, exchange arrangements, including the fixation 
of a period for the redemption of Czech currency by the 
Hungarian National Bank, 

Without a permit, to be obtained from the Hungarian 
National Bank, it is prohibited :— 

(a) To make payments to foreigners or abroad, or to 
take abroad gold, silver or platinum (except such 
articles as are for personal use). 

(b) To take out from the ceded territory money (bank 
notes, treasury bills, coins, etc.); substitute for 
money (money orders, cheques, bills, etc.).

1938 and effective from 1 November 1938 to 30 April 1939, 
laying down revised lists of goods which may be imported 
into Poland free of duty or on payment of reduced duties 
fixed at specified percentages only of the normal rates of 
Customs duty. 

The appended List A relates to goods which may be im- 
ported at the reduced rates of duty under a permit from the 
Polish Minister of Finance.

ROUMANIA 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that a Cus- 
toms Circular (No. 371,455) was issued on 17 November by 
the Ministry of National Economy to the effect that as 
fittings coming under Nos. 1,080 and 1,081 of the 
Roumanian Customs Tariff are now manufactured in 
Roumania, they should be taxed on importation at the full 
rate of duty applicable to these numbers. 


REGULATIONS ON COMPENSATION TRADE 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded the 
following translation of a Decision of the Council of 
Ministers, No. 2,867, of 12 November 1938, published in the 
“‘ Monitorul Oficial ” of 17 November :— 


Artic.e I.~--The soya bean and soya oil export regime is 
fixed as follows for the period 7 December 1938 to 31 
December 1941: 

(a) Soya seeds and oils will be included in List A of 
products which may be exported from Roumania 
in compensation without cession of free exchange 
to the National Bank in respect of soya seed, and 
with the cession of a quota of 25 per cent. of 
free exchange in respect of soya oil. 

(b) The countervalue of exports of soya seeds and oils 
shall serve for payment of imports of goods in- 
cluded in Compensation List B, subject to the 
provisions of Article II of this Decision. 


Articte II.—With a view to obtaining the most equable 
distribution possible of the imports effected in compensa- 
tion in exchange for exports of soya seeds and oils, advance 
imports of List B goods will be permitted up to 60 per cent. 
of the average value of the exports of soya, calculated 
according to the average production per hectare and the 
area sown. Advance imports will be granted in quarterly 
instalments, beginning with the first quarter of each 
calendar year. 

In respect of advanced imports the National Bank will 
require from exporters whose guarantee is insufficient, the 
guarantee of an authorised bank with unlimited credit. 

Advance imports may be effected in a proportion of 50 per 
cent. for any of the products included in List B, but as 
regards the other 50 per cent. the Ministry of National 
Economy will indicate by a Ministerial Decision the List B 
products which may be imported. 


ArticLe I1].—Exports of soya seeds and oils will be per- 
mitted only on the basis of proof that these products have 
been cultivated under contracts or on private lands culti- 
vated with private means. 


Articte [V.—The regime laid down in the present Deci- 
sion applies to all companies or enterprises which make 
contracts with the growers for the production of soya beans, 
and also to all enterprises and agriculturists which pro- 
duce soya beans with their own means on land which they 
own or hold on lease.

Imperial Economic Committee: Meat Production and Trade. 
Published by H.M. Stationery Office, York House, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2. Price, 2s. 6d. net., 2s. 8d. post free. 

The latest issue of the Imperial Economic Committee’s 
convenient summary of figures for meat production, con- 
sumption and trade, shows that the total amount of meat 
entering world trade increased considerably last year. Beef 
production exceeded even the high figures attained in 1936 
and the quantity entering international trade was greater 
than in any year since 1928. There was a large increase 
in imports of beef into both the United Kingdom and Euro- 
pean importing countries, while the United Kingdom took also 
larger quantities of mutton, lamb and pig meat. On the 
other hand, the output of beef and pig meat in Great Britain, 
which had been increasing in the immediately preceding years, 
declined slightly in 1937, while the production of mutton 
and lamb continued to fall. In the result, there was a small 
reduction in the per caput consumption of beef, but mutton 
and lamb consumption increased to some extent while pig 
meat consumption was again almost unchanged. 

In a survey of meat prices the Report notes a marked 
increase in quotations for both home and imported beef in

1937, when the latter averaged well above the correspondin 
figures for 1931. A somewhat similar though less pronounced 
movement occurred also in prices for mutton, lamb and pig 
meat.

Denmark Levisited. Published by The Economic League

The introduction to this interesting Report states that 
towards the end of 1935 the Economic League produced its first 
Report on Denmark, which had special preference to the 
nation’s basic industry, agriculture, and the question of Anglo. 
Danish trade. Since then the volume of Anglo-Danish trade hag 
increased—earlier this year Denmark agreed to increase her 
purchases of British goods by £1 million for the year 1938~ 
as has the tourist traffic passing between the two countries. In 
the wider realm of international affairs the trend of events 
has divided the nations of Europe, and indeed of the whole 
world, into two main groups, the dictatorships and the demo. 
cracies. In the latter group the Danes and the other Scandi. 
navian peoples play an important part, all the more so because 
of the high degree of economic and political co-operation that 
now exists between the Northern States. 

These developments have had the effect of bringing Denmark 
and Britain closer to one another and of creating an even closer 
friendship; it was felt, therefore, that the Economic League 
was justified in producing a further Report on Denmark's 
economic condition and trade relations with Britain. 
Accordingly the Director of the Economic League was sent to 
Denmark to visit the National Agricultural Exhibition at 
Bellahoj in June 1938, as well as to make a study of the 
country’s industries other than agriculture. The Report under 
review is the result of his visit. Being written in narrative 
form, it represents an entirely new departure in the various 
methods of presenting economic information, and is designed 
to meet the criticism that most such reports are ‘‘ too dry and 
too full of figures.’” The Council of the League will be glad 
if readers of the Report would write and say quite candidly 
whether they like or dislike the presentation of information in 
this new form.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


MILD STEEL DRUMS FOR LUBRICATING OILS 


A new British Standard has just been published in 
the form of a B.S. Specification for Mild Steel Drums 


for Lubricating Oils (No. 814-1988). 


The new specification covers drums of 3 up to 45 gallons 
nominal capacity in two classes; the first class for use 
generally in the home trade, and the second class, a slightly 
heavier drum, for export. 


Included in the specification are dimensional require- 
ments with the permissible tolerances, while the clause re- 
lating to construction covers plain or corrugated drums, up 
to 12 gallons capacity, and above 12 gallons nominal capacity 
it is specified that drums shall be corrugated and have 
pressed out or deep swaged rolling hoops. A table giving all 
the dimensional requirements has been incorporated in the 
specification.

METHODS FOR THE SAMPLING AND TESTING 
OF MINERAL AGGREGATES, SANDS AND 
FILLERS 


The development which is taking place in establish- 
ing tests for all engineering materials is reflected in a 
new British Standard which has just been issued for 
Methods for the Sampling and Testing of Mineral 
Aggregates, Sands and Fillers (B.S. 812). 


While the methods of sampling and testing which are 
included have been prepared primarily for use in connec- 
tion with the various British Standards for road and con- 
crete materials and construction, certain of them can con- 
veniently be adopted as routine tests. Other of the methods 
included would not in general be carried out in the case 
of every contract, but would be suitable for application 
where the nature of the work demands the use of an aggre- 
gate with special properties. They have been standardised 
so that standard methods might be available to the engineer 
shouid he desire to use them, and it will be for him to 
use his discretion as to whether any of these tests are to be 
incorporated in his specification. 


The methods put forward represent only a selection from 
a large number of methods which have been under considera- 
tion. In many cases the standard methods have been 
selected from alternative procedures at present used in in- 
dustrial laboratories. Several methods for the determina- 
tion of other properties and characteristics have also been 
carefully reviewed, but it has been considered that at the 
present time such methods are still too much in an experi- 
mental] stage to justify their adoption as British Standard 
Methods. 


Among these may be mentioned the following :—The 
adhesion of bituminous binders to stone in the presence of 
water; methods for the determination of the particle size 
and ‘flour ’’ content of fillers by air elutriation and by the 
use of the nephelometer ; the researches by Wilhelmi, Evans 
and others on the absorption of fillers; and the chemical and 
physical interaction between fillers and bituminous 
materials. Consideration was also given to the effect of heat 
on the physical properties of roadstone, but it was found 
that the change in such properties was so small as to make 
the standardisation of any test unnecessary. 


The Institution would welcome any practical information 
on methods which have been omitted on the grounds that 
they are still in an experimental stage. Such reports will 
receive consideration when the preparation of a revised 
edition becomes desirable. 

The new standard contains a considerable amount of 
valuable information which will prove extremely useful to 
al] engineers interested in concrete work.

CYCLE THREADS 


In response to a request from the British Cycle and 
Motor Cycle Manufacturers’ and Traders’ Union the 
British Standards Institution has prepared and has 
recently issued a British Standard for Cycle Threads. 

The form of screw thread dealt with in this specification 
was formulated by the Cycle Engineers’ Institute in 1902 
to provide a thread of suitable design and mechanical 
strength for the bolts, nuts, nipples, spokes, and other 
threaded parts of cycles and motor cycles. 


The present British Standard does not attempt to include 
all of the many pitches and diameters which have been, 
or are, in use. The C.E.I. thread system would appear to 
have been peculiar in that, as originally developed, it in- 
cluded a series of threads applicable to any size of stock, 
rather than organised and progressive sizes, and in prac- 
tice this had resulted in a considerable diversity of diameters 
and associated pitches. As there would appear to be no 
justification for this complexity the present specification 
attempts to standardise only a selection of the more com- 
monly used sizes. 


In view of the fact that there is a close resemblance 
between the form of the British Standard Cycle (B.S.C.) 
thread and the form of Whitworth and B.A, threads, and 
that in certain sizes there is also a similarity between the 
pitches and diameters of the cycle thread and those of 
the Whitworth and B.A. series, the Institution most

strongly recommends that the use of the B.S.C. thread be 
restricted to bolts and nuts and screwed parts to be used 
in cycle and motor cycle manufacture. Any tendency to 
introduce the B.S.C. thread into general engineering would 
inevitably result in confusion due to the visual resemblance 
to, but lack of interchangeability with, threads of Whit. 
worth or B.A. form. 

It has been considered desirable to restrict the present 
issue of the specification to the standardisation of the 
thread form and basic dimensions. The standardisation of 
tolerances will be deferred until after the completion of 
discussions which are proceeding upon the general question 
of the tolerances on screw threads. 

Three tables of dimensions are included in the Standard, 

Table 1 provides for the threads for bolts and nuts and 
similar applications. To meet the needs of current practice 
the table provides for alternative pitches for certain sizes, 
The continuance of the 20 T.P.I. series is not, however, 
recommended. 

Table 2 provides for the threads for spokes and nipples, 
These are right hand, and are normally rolled, and the basic 
effective diameter has been taken as the nominal size of the 
wire. 

Table 3 provides for a number of threads used in current 
practice for particular applications.

The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, ete., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
ete., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department's res 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers.

METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Qverseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant May, Of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required is fre- 
quently already in the possession of the Department, and 
the delay involved in communicating with the officers abroad 
can therefore often be avoided. Should the information 
required not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their

oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 

Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchases of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
